2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-143 meet the criteria set out in POT Article 33(2H3), because the prior art does not teach or feirly suggest applicants' 
particular caged ligandSi kits for said compounds and methods of using said compounds wherein the claimed invention is 
characterized by distinct means for regulation of gene expression using caged ligands that bind and activate receptors when uncaged 
by exposure to light. 

Claims M43 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4). and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry.
